CAPTAIN JURN P. BANKHEAD; U. 8. N.

We regret to announce the death of this gal-
lant oficer, which wok plice on the 27uh of
April last, on board of the HBengal steamer
Shmla, off Aden. Captain Bankbead wins a na-
tive of Soulh Curollnn, and entered the naval
gervice on the 10Lh of August, 1598, having bhesn
appointed from the Stale of Vieginia, avthe
oultbreak of the war he held the rauk of len-
tlenunt, and wos one of Lthe few naval offlcers
from the Btates in Ilebeliion who remained
faithful to the United States Government.
He wus then on duty on bouard of the steam
sloop-of-war Busquelinnne, and was engagel in
the action thst resulted In the capture of Port
Royal, In South Carolinna, Dariog the latter
part of 1861 he was placed Iin commuand of Lhe
Blenn gunbont Pembing, and alded in the enp-
ture of Fernandina, Florida, on Marea 4, 1562
On the 1ith of July, of Lhe same year, the de-
coased was promoted to Lhe rank of comman -
der, Bubsequently he was placed in command
of the steamer Florvlda, nineguns, and on Jane
11 eay tured the steamer Calvpso. On the 28th
of August Communuder Bankhead was de
tachied from sea service, and placed on gpecial
dutly at New York, where he remained until
18056, when be was ordered oot to the East India
squadron, Lo take command of the stesmer
“}'omluf. Hére he remained, beiog further

romoted Lo the rank of Captain on the 25th of

uly, 1860, A few months ago Captaio Banlk-
hend requested to be detacned from the East
India Squadron, disease haying commenoed to
prey upon his constitution. He was sooor 1-
ngly relleved from dutly, and it was while on
the way home that he died. The deceasad
served lo the Navy for twenty-eight vears, olght
monihs, and seveuleen days, of whieli twanty-
ons years and seven months were speat at sea,
Alfter the outbrenk of the Rebelllon, Cuptaln
Baukhead removed to New York, whers hie ever
afler veslaed. He was a gallant and meritorions
officer, whose death will be greatly lamented,
